Inhabited by other per- 
sons, who, however, lavished on it the greatest kind- 
ness, it would return there only occasionally when in 
need of sustenance. As soon ashe had eaten he re- 
turned to the graves, and thenceforward they gave to 
this grateful creature, the name of the Dog of the 
Tombs. 

During seven years that the life of this animal was 
prolonged, he remained constantly at the tombs of his 
masters. Ile repaid their kindness towards him, by af- 
fectionately lingering at their graves.
